Year  Book  for  1910  at  5,266,369.  while 
Mississippi  is  credited  with  362.287. 141. 
023  of  whom  are  white.  The  total  amount 
given  for  all  purposes  during  hist  year 
by  these  5,266,369  Baptists,  so  far  ns 
could  be  gathered,  is  $24,122,911.35,  Is* 
ing  an  average  per  capita  of  $4.58.  Tho 
amount  given  by  Mississippi  Baptists; 
both  white  and  colored  is  given  as 
$690,851.02,  being  an  average  per  enpitn 
for  all  purposes  of  $1.89.  The  amount 
given  for  all  purposes  by  the  141.023 
white  Baptists  in  the  state  is  $546,212.91, 
being  an  average  per  enpitn  of  $3.87. 
There  were  Inst  year  among  white  Bap 
tists  in  Mississippi  10.780  baptisms; 
620- n*s tm^d,  nn,^  6.324  reeeived  by  letter, 
ngregnting  17.684  received  into  the 
■uhite  churches.  There  wns  a loss  bv 
death  of  1,109;  by  letter  6.0.'9.  nnd  by 
exclnsh  n nnd  erasure  1,331 ; making  the 
.iggr°gn*e  loss  8.598.  These  figures  show 
a nel  gain  of  white  Baptists  in  Missis 
sippi  of  9.086.  In  one  yenr  Baptists  in 
the  United  States  increased  their  gifts 
to  all  objects  by  $1,309,047.07,  while 
thev  gained  in  mend*ers  141,192.

SOCIAL  SERVICE  IN  THE  KITCHEN 

In  1906.  after  one  of  New  York’s  pe 
riodical  fits  of  excitement  over  the  so- 
enllcd  “break fastless  school  children,” 
the  Association  for  Improving  the  Con 
dition  of  the. (Poor  began  the  experiment 
of  a “visiting  dietitian.”  The  head  of 
the  association's  working  staff  renlized 
that  underfeeding  wns  not  the  solo  ratine 
of  malnutrition  and  thnt  even  meager 
resources,  if  wisely  used,  might  he  made 
to  keep  the  children  in  giKsl  health. 

The  task  pf  the  dietitian  is  to  ascer- 
tain exactly .tvhnt  each  family  can  com 
mand,  nnd  then  teach  the  housekeeper 
how  to  buy,  what  to  hnv  nnd  how  to 
cook  the  fon<|.  Tf  there  is  illness,  acute 
or  chronic,  in  the  family,  the  mother  is 
instructed  how  to  feed  the  patient. 
Whenever  possible  the  women  are  taught 
in  groups,  one  woman  being  hostess  and 
inviting  several  of  her  neighbors  to  th#* — - 
"class.”  The  women  are  trained  to 
know  the  effects  of  the  simple  f(»ods,- 
how  to  plan  well-rounded  meals  for  n 
day  and  the  ejffeet  of  well  cooked  food  on 
bodily  nnd  rnpntnl  health. 

Sometimes  the  homokeeper  is  a “little 
mother”  of  t(*n  or  twelve  and  she  learns 
the  fundamental  laws  of  right  feeding, 
nnd  is  very  proud  to  exhibit  her  skill  in 
cooking. 

The  underlying  principle  of  the  work 
is  educational,  looking  toward  the  fu- 
ture health  and  efficiency  of  the  race.  All 
teaching  is  dbne  in  home  kitchens  with 
utensils  at  hrtnd. — Standard.

MINISTERIAL  SUPPORT.

In  making  out  a regular  call  to  a min- 
ister, asking  him  to  become  the  pastor 
of  a particular  congregation,  the  people 
ui-jp  the  following,  or  'similar  words: 
“And  tlint  you  may  tie  free  from  world- 
ly cares  and  avocations  we  hereby  prom 
ise  and  oblige  ourselves  to  pay  you  the 
• following  salary,  during  the  time  of  your 
. being  and  continuing  the  regular  pastor 
of  this  church. ” And  they  promise,  “in 
the  discharge  of  your  duty,  all  proper 
support,  encouragement  and  obedience 
in  the  Lord.” 

It  is  made  manifest,  and  emphasized, 
in  these  words,  that  the  ministry  of  the 
gospel  is  a vocation,  or  calling.  The 
minister  should  not  be  distracted  by 
worldly  cares  or  avocations,  disturbing 
or  dividing  his  energies.  He  is  to  give 
his  time  and  heart  and  attention,  undi- 
yidedly,  to  the  supreme  work  of  preach- 
ing the  gospel  and  attending  to  the  pas 
toral  duties  which  arise  in  the  congre- 
gation. 

Tn  this  it  is  necessary,  then,  that  he 


j shall  receive  adequate  temporal  sup|H>rt. 
I If  he  serves  the  )>eople  spiritually  it  is 
I no  great  thing  that  they  shnll  furnish 
J him  financial  support.  He  is  in  the  work

j The  ministry  is  not  a,  business  in  any 
j ordinary  sense  of  the  word.  It  is  not  a 
J profession  in  the  sense  in  which  the  word 
| is  ordinarily  used.  He  is  not  in  his 
I chosen  place  for  the  sake  of  making  th  * 
| most  money  he  can,  or  getting  the  liest 
I financial  returns  for  his  lalnir,  or  for 
making  a worldly  success  of  it.  He  i* 
I engaged  in  the  spiritual  task  of  saving 
I souls,  of  building  up  the  church,  nndfof 
advancing  the  kingdom  of  righteous 
I ness  and  of  God  u|»on  earth.  All  lie  asks, 
| if  he  have  the  right  view  of  it,  is  that  he 
I shall  have  a clear  opportunity  for  doing 
I his  work,  and  he  says,  in  effect,  to  the 
I church:  “You  see  that  T am  supported 
land  T will  trivo  mv  time  and  effort  tothe 
I interests  of  Christ’s  kingdom  »n  this 
community.”

Vfy  - fortunate  is  the 
pastor  who  can  ^frranne  Ills  time  that 
he  can  enter  direfly  into  the  activities 
of  tlie  Bible  Scholl  in  some  official  ca 
paeitv.  or  as  a regular  guest-  The  nnn- 
ister  who  finds  tfts  impossible  should 
nevertheless  keejtSn  close  touch  that  lie 
shall  not  only  kniw  what  is  being  done 
but,  in  some  mef  ure,  shall  exercise  a 
guiding  hand  in  tie  affairs  of  the  school. 

tt  is  from  the  Bible  School  that  the 
church  receives  Its  largest  number  of 
n— nits.  Thev  ilny  pass  through  the 
i Kristian  F.ndealor  Society  before  on 
tering  the  nctuf  membership  of  the 
church,  or  they  ifiy  receive  some  weeks 
or  perhaps  montm  of  special  training  in 
a class  under  th|  immediate  leadership 
of  the  pnstor  orjon®  of  his.  st;\ff.  ' 
even  Ml  it  is  inltjic  Bible  Schcnl.  a- 
.rule,  that  the  im|ulse  toward  the  < hris 
tian  life  is  foumS  Certainly  it  is  to  tb° 
Bible  School  that  religious  leaders  loot: 
for  that  inform a|on  which  prepares  the 
voumr  for  an  ifelligent  confession  of 
the  Christ,  and  fhich  fits  them  for  act- 
ual Christian  sfvice  later. 

For  this  reasfi  the  writer  listened 
very  attentively  lnd  became  a quirk  con 
vert  when  one  If  his  superintendents, 
in  a rural  pastorate,  urged  upon  him 
the  Principle  flat  the  Bible  School 
should  be  supptfted  entirely  by  the 
church,  as  a milter  of  clear  responsi 
bilitv  and  even  If  common  honesty.  He 
maintained  thntlhe  pennies  of  the  rhil 
dren  should  be  Iven  for  benevolent  ob 
jects.  thus  trailing  them  in  the  treat 
curriculum  of  gfuig.  and  making  them 
feel  that,  as  thf  received  the  opportu 
pities  of  the  gq|pcl  through  the  gener

Findinglnv  officers,  in  that  par- 
ish as  also  in  tic  one  T now  serve,  in 
benrtv  svmpntir  with  this  idea,  we 
have  nlwnvs  gi4n  a place  in  our  b-nex- 
olences  to  “Onf  Own  Bible  School.”  T 
believe  this  to  |e  a good  rule  for  anv 
congregation.  Jcent  where  finances  are 
in  such  a flonri|hing  condition  that  it  is 
punecessarv  to  Intrench  noon  the  doronn 
of  sneeinl  .offelngs.  To  all  such  fortn 
onte  case*,  it  e«|i  be  made  a regular  nart 
of  the  budget  of  annual  narisb  expenses. 

Graded  Work 

Tt  is  nnneoestfrv  to  »?v  that  T b"i;ove 
henrtilv  in  tbejgraded  Bible  School  Tt 
should  be  like  ft  ladder,  the  first  round 
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of  which  is  found  in  the  primarj  or 
kindergarten,  and  "the  last  round  of 
which  is  in  the  church  itself.  Between 
are  all  the  various  rungs,  representing 
mental  stages  in  the  growth  of  the  child 
and  dealing  with  different  parts  of  the 
Bible,  including  the  story  portions,  the 
historical  selections,  the  poetical  won- 
ders, and  the  ethical  teachings  of  the 
sacred  irtnstors.  Step  by  step  the  child 
should  ijseend  until,  in  early  manhood 
or  voting  womanhood,  there  is  the  step 
ping  offj  upon  the  first' floor  of  the  un- 
finished building  of  life.  .lust  what  the 
svstem  of  grading  should  he— whether 
slum-  system  like  the  Blakeslee  Bible 
Study  Lessons  or  such  as  we  are  begin- 
ning to  pet  through  the  insight  and  cour- 
tesy of  (hose  having  in  charge  the  Inter 
national  Lessons— is  not  an  important 
question.  Some  ministers  prefer  to  ar- 
range their  own  series  of  Bible  Lessons, 
though  this  requires  more  scholarship 
and  mi  eh  more  time  than  most  pastors 
possessl 

Tn  ope  of  the  Bible  Schools,  whore  the 
writer  was  long  interested,  we  finally 
introduced  one  of  the  complete  modern 
systemls  with  its  graded  quarterlies  and 
its  subjects  selected  for  ages  differing 
in  accordance  with  the  latest  psycholog- 
ical theories.  We  did  it  with  some  hesi 
tntinn  land  after  carefully  discussing  the 
pros  and  eons.  We  thought  we  did  the 
l>cst  thing;  but  a vear  of  it  convinced 
some  wise  beads  that  it  was  a mistake. 
Beeentlv  the  school  changed  back  to  the 
International  T essons  ns  by  tar  the  best 
for  that  particular  school.  The  average 
“modem  svstem”  demands  a thorough- 
ly organized  normal  class,  a lartre  ref- 
erence libra rv.  a college-bred  sunorin 
tondent  and  better  training  on  the  part 
of  the  teachers  than  is  usually  the  lot 
of  the  smaller  schools.  The  nreatest  nd- 
vnutaire  of  snob  svstems  is  the  promi- 
nence given  to  the  studv  of  the  Bible  it- 
self rather  than  to  the  contents  of  the 
lesson  loaves.  Vot  wo  ne»d  to  retueun- 
bor  that  for  teachers  the  selection  of  the 
ho«t.  from  a lame  amount  or  material. 
Q«ob  as  is  published  in  connections  with 
♦1,0  Tntemntional  Lessons,  is  an  eduon 
tion  in  itself. 

Thus,  for  various  reasons,  it  is  often 
wise  to  cling  to  the  regular  Interna 
ti<  nal  I essons.  I believe  this  can  be 
done  without  seriously  interfering  with 
the  grading  of  the  school,  even  though 
•,♦  may  not  suit  the  critical  taste  of  some. 
While  the  ideal  grading  is  one  that  im 
volves  an  entire  change  in  the  tvjie  o! 
lessons,  with  the  advance  of  years,  yet 
after  all  the  essentials  of  the  grading  are 
to  lie  found  in  the  way  in  which  the  les- 
ions are  presented.  It  is  far  more  n 
question  of  the  teacher’s  adaptation  than 
it  is  of  the  subject  matter.  Most  import 
ant  of  all  is  the  idea  of  promotion  as  it 
affects  the  ambition  of  the  boy  and  ot 
the  girl. 
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A Commencement  Day. 

Every  school  should  he  so  arranged 
that  the  course  covers  a certain  period 
,,f  years  ond  that  the  child  will  earnestly 
desire  and  steadily  work  for  advance- 
ment at  the  end  of  each  period,  looking 
toward  ultimate  graduation.  One  day 
( preferably  on  or  near  Children’s  Sun- 
day) should  he  known  as  commence- 
ment day,  when  those  who  have  success- 
fully passed  the  final  examinations 
should  receive  diplomas.  Tf  officers  and 
teachers  use  tact  they  will  not  only  find 
this  a strong  cable  to  hold  the  youn"  in 
the  school,  through  those  years  when 
they  apt  to  wander  away,  but 

also  imit  many  will  he  only  too  glad 
after  graduation,  to  enter  into  the  hon- 
ors/of  the  “post  graduate  department.” 

WA  know  of  at  least  one  church  making 
a definite  report  to  this  effect.  These  are 
the  %entinl  points  in  the  graded  school 
and  not.  for  instance,  whether  the  exam- 
ination should  be  written  or  oral  or 
whether  we  should  break  away  from  the  ' 
International  Lessons.  Circumstances 
may  alter  cases.  The  main  thing  is  the 
“ladder”  of  progress  and  such  a spirit 
in  officers  and  teachers  as  to  encourage 
every  pupil  to  be  content,  only  when 
reaching  the  topmost  round  and  enter- 
ing into  the  fellowship  of  the  church. 

No  np-to  date  school  should  be  with- 
out its  Cradle  Roll  on  the  one  hand  its 
Home  Department  on  the  other.  T have 
known  men  who  consider  these  recent 
additions  to  mir  Bible  Schools  as  onlv 
so  mnnv  devio.es  to  swell  the  numbers 
noon  the  rolls  without  achieving  definite 
results  There  is  no  excuse  for  this  atti- 
tude. nor  will  it  he  met  where  there  are 
results,  such  results  ns  are  entirely  feas- 
ible in  anv  rnrisb.  if  there  is  a sufficient 
work-in"  force  and  svstemntic  manage 
mont.  Tlie  first  of  these  departments 
represents  tlie  kindlv  band  whieh  helns 
♦bo  little  ones  noon  the  first  round  of  the 
ladder.  while  the  last  represents  the 
hon<T  whieh  steadies  the  ladder  at  tb» 
fop. 

VITAL  AUTHORITY  OF  THE  BIBLE. 

(By  Samuel  .T.  Rkevington  in  Standard  ) 

But  that  involves  not  only  a great  rec- 
ognition of  the  essential  authority  of  the 
Bible,  but  such  a personal  apprehension 
and  acknowledgement  ns  to  make  that 
intrinsic  authority  vital.  To  the  qnes 
tion  ns  to  how  the  essential  authority 
mnv  become  vital  to  the  believer  .priest- 
ism  and  proplietism  give  characteristic- 
ally opposite  replies.  Priestism  declares 
that  the  Bible  is  a closed  book*  closed 
to  the  so-called  lnitv.  Its  message  is  too 
sublime  and  it<«  meaning  too  mysterious 
to  1>e  understood  by  any  but  a saeerdo 
tal  priesthood.  Therefore,  the  reading 
of  scripture  without  invoking  the  inter 
preting  authority  of  the  chtirch.  i.  e.,  the 
priesthood,  to  expound  ,dt  is  “actually 
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harmful.”  That  is  an  imi>ossible  proced- 
ure for  a Baptist  or  any  other  thinking 
man.  We  hold  that  the  Bible,  with  all 
its  sublimity  and  mystery,  is  an  open 
i-ook,  the  spiritual  birthright  of  every 
man. 

Proplietism,  with  its  spiritual  concep- 
tion of  religion,  refuses  to  admit  any 
thing  or  anybody  between  the  soul  and 
God,  and  claims  and  nsserts  the  right 
and  obligation  of  every  Christian  to  in- 
terpret God’s  word  for  himself,  believing 
that  the  same  Spirit  who  inspired  the 
writers  of  the  book  is  able  to  make  clear 
its  meaning  to  those  who  come  to  it  for 
spiritual  instruction,  for  the  great  inter- 
preter of  scripture  is  not  critical  schol- 
arship or  eclesiastical  authority,  hut  the 
Spirit  of  God  himself.  This  is  not  dis- 
counting the  divine  authority  of  the 
Bible.  Tt  remains  God’s  book,  divinely 
inspired,  whether  we  so  recognize  it  or  f 
not;  but  it  will  have  no  grip  on  the  in- 
ner life  unless  the  Spirit  inspire  in  our 
hearts  and  minds  a responsive  chord  to 
i(s  message  and  appeal.  We  do  not  denvf 
to  others,  to  eh  nr  eh  councils,  for  ex-J 
ample,  the  right  to  interpret  the  Bible] 
for  ii'.  and  formulate  our  creeds,  because 
we  deem  ourselves  wiser  or  better  thnn| 
they,  but  simply  because  in  the  nature  of 
the  cave  it  is  impossible  for  them  tq 
think  for  ns.  or  believe  for  us.  or  livj 
for  us.  Ev»vy  man  must  do  bis  owr| 
thinking,  his  own  believing,  his  owij 
living.  Onlv  what  a man  thinks  for  himj 
self  c-m  be  really,  intelligently  bclievj 
and  only  what  be  reallv.  intelligently  be| 
lieves  can  have  anv  vital  authority . i* 
and  over  his  life.  Therefore.  Baptists  inj 
sist  on  the  right  and  obligation  of  evert- 
Christian  to  intemret  the  message  of  thj 
Bible  for  himself,  believing  that  onl£ 
;hns  can  the  essential  authority  of  try* 
book  become  to  him  a vital  nnthontt, 
gripping  his  conscience  and  making  i|s 
n-'penl  to  his  inner  life. 

THE  WORKING  AUTHORITY  OF 
THE  BIBLE 

I want  to  emphasize  what  T may  call 
the  working  authority  of  the  Bible.  Mr 
it  is  needful  that  there  should  be  mote 
than  a mere  recognition  of  its  nntlioh 
itv.  Christianity  is  not  mere  knowledge 
of  religious  truth,  nor  mere  belief 
sniritnal  revelation;  it  is  life,  eternal  Me 
the  life  of  God  in  human  experience,  tie 
inner  fellowship  of  the  spirit  of  man  with 
the  Spirit  of  God.  The  Bible  is  the  ex- 
pression, within  the  limitations  of  bh 
man  though  and  language,  of  that  divrfte 
life  in  the  experience  of  men  and  <=Ji 
premelv  of  the  Son  of  Man.  Tt  tell- 
♦hat  *nch  n life  is  possible,  that  snchja 
life  is  God’s  purpose  for  overv  man  h<jw 
;♦  can  ^ obtained  and  bow  develop 
'Tt  reveals  its  source,  its  spirit^ it*  TtmJ 
od  its  goal,  and  it  revels  all Jbi- 
ormuelv  in  the  historic  Christ.  We  oo4m 
to  know  of  Christ  through  the  study  K 


Jhe  Bible,  but  we  come  to  know  ( hrist 
fli rough  the  conformity  of  our  lives  to 
the  truth  and  spirit  of  the  Bible. 

I As  the  Bible  was  written  out  of  tin* 
spiritual  experience  of  men.  so  the  Bibb' 

L ields  its  message  only  to  the:  spiritual 
experience  of  men.  It  gives  up  its  li' 
lug  waters  only  to  those  who  come  with 
{thirsting  hearts,  ready*  to  receive  nnd 
Llrink  in  its  life  giving  flow  of  truth. 
Llesus  said:  “If  any  man  willeth  to  do 
[his  will,  he  shall  know  of  the  teaching.” 

I That  “willeth  to  do”  involves  not  only 
the  assent  of  the  inner  life  to  the  essen 
1 1 ini  authority  of  the  Bible,  hut  its  work- 
I ing  authority,  whereby  it  not  only  cap 
hires  the  mind  nnd  grips  the  conscience. 

I hut  moves  the  will  to  conform  the  life 
1 to  its  revelation  of  God’s  will.  The  Bibb* 
j is  a practical  book,  a book  to  live  b>.  I4 
is  a rule  of  faith  and  prnctico  in  per 
! sonnl  life  nnd  church  activity  and  organ 
! izntion.  Baptists,  not  only  diligently 
seek  to  know  what  it  tenches,  but  they 
acknowledge  their  obligation  to  conform 
to  its  teaching,  to  walk  in  the  light  of 
its  truth,  to  comply  with  its  revelation 
of  the  divine  will,  nnd  to  obey  tbe  pre- 
cepts nnd  commands  of  tbeir  T ord  there 
in  recorded.  Tt  is  in  this  adherence  to 
♦be  Bible,  this  fnitbful  nlleginncc  to  the 
New  Testament  that  explains  much  of 
Baptist  historv  nnd  organization.  Tt  is. 
for  example,  this  lovaltv  to  the  Cliri'tinn 
Scriptures  that  accounts  for  the  uni  tv  of 
Baptists,  a unitv  which,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  thev  have  neither  an  author- 
itative creed,  uor  an  authoritative 
church,  mnnv  outside  our  fold  arc  war 
ranted  in  considering  a remarknhln  phe 
oompuon.  Tbi-  lovaltv  this  allegiance, 
♦hi*  adherence  to  tbe  Bible  is.  for  B«n 
tists.  the  onlv  avenue  of  aproacb  to  the 
nu«wcr  of  the  Saviour's  nrnvor  for  the 
l„Uv  of  bis  discinles.  Not  in  eomprnmUe 
of  human  systems  is  rearmro-ehTnent 
rbristeudom  to  be  looked  for.  but  >U 

conformity  to  the  New  Testament,  for 
as  the  spokes  of  a wheel  come  ever 
closer  to  each  other  ns  thev  approach 
the  bub.  so  tbe  Christian  denominations 
will  come  to  tbe  “nnitv  of  the  Snin* 
ns  thev  approach  in  faith  nnd  practice 
to  the  New  Testament.  Baptists  have 
everything  to  gain  nnd  nothin"  to  ln«" 
in  the  widespread  and  mo't  thorough 
going  stndv  of  the  Bihie.  We  welcome 
everv  rav  of  light  from  overv  onnrter 
that  will  illumine  the  messn"e  of  our 
bolv  hook.  We  fear  no  attack  and  dread 
PA  criticism.  The  hook  is  nhndnntlv
